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STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW

This Statement is filed in response to the Examiner's Interview Summary 
issued on October 15, 2004 in the above-identified application. The Examiner's Interview 
Summary summarized a telephonic interview conducted between the Examiner and Applicant's 
representative on or about September 16, 2004. 

On or about September 16, 2004, the Examiner contacted Applicant's attorney 
with a proposal which would result in an allowance of all the pending claims. The Examiner 
suggested amending claim 1 , so that it states that the saturation magnetization of the domain wall 
displacement layer is in an opposite direction to the saturation magnetization direction of both 
the recording layer and the switching layer. The Examiner advised that he had found no art 
disclosing this feature.
